In  Memoriam 


Dr.  Grieder,  who  for  thirty  continuous 
years  was  professor  of  Church  History  and 
Missions  at  the  University  of  Dubuque,  passed 
away  January  10,  1937. 

Dr.  Grieder  was  born  in  Basel,  Switzer- 
land, in  1860.  He  came  to  the  United  States 
in  18  82.  He  graduated  from  the  University 
of  Dubuque  in  1 889.  In  1905,  he  was  re- 
called to  his  Alma  Mater  where  he  remained 
as  Professor  of  Church  History  until  1935, 
when  he  was  made  Professor  Emeritus.  In 
addition  to  his  teaching  duties,  Dr.  Grieder 
served  as  Dean  of  the  Seminary  for  many 
years,  and  for  thirteen  years  was  a member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

Dr.  Grieder  had  an  inspiring  influence  up- 
on his  associates.  His  tolerance  and  under- 
standing, his  graciousness,  and  breadth  of 
learning  have  endeared  him  to  many  genera- 
tions of  students. 


The  whole  University  family  of  faculty, 
students,  alumni,  and  friends  mourn  the  pass- 
ing of  Dr.  Bossard,  who  left  us  on  Novem- 
ber 6,  1936. 

Dr.  Guido  Bossard  was  born  in  Sheboy- 
gan Falls,  Wisconsin,  September  2,  1860. 
Graduating  from  Lawrence  College  in  18  82, 
a Phi  Beta  Kappa,  he  studied  for  two  years 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York. 
He  was  ordained  in  1 887.  Since  1920,  Dr. 
Bossard  has  been  head  of  the  department  of 
New  Testament  Literature  and  Interpretation 
in  our  Seminary,  and  for  the  last  two  years 
he  was  chairman  of  the  Faculty  Committee. 

Dr.  Bossard  had  a significant  influence  up- 
on the  life  of  students  with  whom  he  came 
in  contact.  He  made  the  great  truths  of 
Scripture  flicker  and  burn,  so  that  they  be- 
came vital  for  the  students  and  associates. 
He  was  a man  of  faith  and  conviction.

The  size  of  our  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Group  this 
year,  has,  as  in  the  past,  been  prohibitive  for 
a detailed  program  of  group  action.  How- 
ever, the  group  continued  its  traditional  pro- 
gram of  personal  service,  and  thus  kept  the 
spirit  burning. 

The  "Y”  this  year  really  began  its  work 
before  very  many  were  aware  of  it.  This 
embryonic  program  found  utterance  in  the 
form  of  personal  messages  sent  out  to  the 
former  members  of  the  organization  suggest- 
ing that  they  carry  out  an  informal  wel- 
come for  the  benefit  of  our  new  college 
men.

International  Relations  Club 


The  Dubuque  University  International 
Relations  Club,  organized  in  the  Spring  of 
1936,  is  one  of  over  a hundred  such  organ- 
izations in  the  various  colleges  of  the  United 
States,  all  of  which  are  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  Internation- 
al Peace.  The  purpose  of  these  clubs  is  to 
promote  student  discussion  and  thought  on 
international  problems.  Inasmuch  as  Amer- 
ica plays  an  important  role  in  world  affairs, 
it  is  well  to  have  our  people  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  world  problems.  To  promote 
this  general  knowledge,  the  Carnegie  Fund 
has  been  used  in  part  to  establish  and  main- 
tain clubs  devoted  to  the  study  of  interna- 
tional relations. 


Our  club  receives  free  of  charge  the  Fort- 
nightly Summary  of  International  Events, 
prepared  at  the  International  Relations  head- 
quarters in  New  York.  Also  free  of  charge, 
about  twenty  books  every  year  are  received 
by  the  school  library.  Each  of  these  books 
deals  with  some  aspect  of  international  re- 
ations.  The  books,  many  of  them  quite  ex- 


pensive, are  placed  on  a separate  International 
Relations  shelf  in  the  library. 

The  club  meets  each  alternate  Monday, 
and  a short  talk  on  a selected  subject  is  fol- 
lowed by  a period  of  questions  and  general 
discussion.  Talks  are  given  by  students  or 
professors.  Some  of  the  problems  discussed 
are  war,  conflicting  political  and  economic 
theories,  international  cooperation,  and  stud- 
ies of  particular  nations. 

Ten  to  fifteen  members  are  usually  present 
at  meetings,  and  the  total  membership  is 
around  twenty.  This  is  about  the  average 
membership  of  all  International  Relations 
Clubs,  although  groups  of  forty  or  more  are 
not  uncommon.  Prof.  Fox  is  the  faculty  ad- 
viser, and  officers  for  the  Fall  semester  were:

The  first  regular  meeting  was  held  on 
February  2 3,  1937,  at  which  time  the  fol- 
lowing officers  were  elected:  Walter  Soboleff, 
president;  Thomas  Megahey,  vice  president;

The  University  published  its  first  student 
newspaper  under  a reorganized  publications 
administration  on  October  2 8.  According  to 
the  new  arrangement  a Faculty  Committee 
on  Publications  is  in  general  charge  of  all 
University  periodicals,  and  an  editorial  board, 
consisting  of  staff  heads  of  the  various  pub- 
lications, and  faculty  representatives,  assists 
the  committee  in  administering  publications 
affairs. 

Soon  after  the  first  issue  a contest  in  the 
student  body  was  held  to  determine  the  name 
of  the  newspaper.  Dorothy  Banks  suggested 
the  name  which  was  chosen — The  Cue. 

The  heads  of  the  staff  of  the  reorganized 
publication  were  Arthur  Salzmann,  editor-in- 
chief;  Helen  Austin,  associate  editor;  Harland 
Troxell,  sports  editor,  and  John  Campbell, 
feature  editor.  The  business  staff  was  headed 
during  the  first  semester  by  Charles  Miller, 
who  was  assisted  by  William  Gold.  Sig  Frit- 
schel  took  charge  during  the  second  semester, 
with  Dick  Randall,  advertising  manager, 


Howard  Strong,  assistant  advertising  man- 
ager, and  Elinor  Woods,  circulation  manager. 
Dr.  W.  B.  Zuker  was  chosen  representative 
of  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Publications 
for  The  Cue,  and  Mr.  Ed.  A.  Wight  was 
faculty  adviser  to  the  staff. 

The  editorial  policy  of  The  Cue  has  been 
to  present  an  impartial  picture  of  student 
life  and  activity  and  to  initiate  any  reforms 
which  it  deems  necessary.  Notable  among 
these  has  been  the  campaign  to  raise  funds 
for  band  uniforms. 

The  Cue  is  a four  page,  four  column  pa- 
per and  was  published  weekly.  During  the 
last  two  months  of  school,  however,  it  was 
only  published  once  every  two  weeks.  It  is 
probable  that  it  will  again  be  published  next 
year  as  a weekly. 

To  supplement  work  on  University  stu- 
dent publications  a two  hour  course  in  Pro- 
duction of  Publications  was  initiated  under 
Dean  Ed.  A.  Wight.  The  purpose  of  the 
course  was  to  present  and  solve  some  of  the 
more  practical  problems  in  publication  work.

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Alumni  Oratorical  Contest 


The  annual  alumni  oratorical  contest, 
which  is  always  a feature  of  the  commence- 
ment activities,  was  held  in  the  college  chapel, 
on  June  1,  1936. 

Miss  Elinor  Woods,  a junior  from  Du- 
buque, was  awarded  the  first  prize  of  fifteen 
dollars.  Her  topic,  "Peace  or  War”  was  pre- 
sented, in  a fervent  and  convincing  manner. 
She  outlined  a vivid  comparison  between 
peace  and  war  and  suggested  that  the  Chris- 
tian weapons  of  love  and  prayer  were  the 
only  possible  solutions  to  this  national  prob- 
lem. Miss  Woods  was  first  place  winner  in 
the  women’s  division  of  the  Warren  Orator- 
ical Contest  during  her  freshman  year. 

Harlan  Troxell,  sophomore  from  Stock- 
ton,  Illinois,  received  the  second  prize  of  ten 
dollars,  for  his  inspiring  oration  "Back  to 
Democracy.”  Third  place,  five  dollars,  was 
given  to  Miss  Barbara  Royce,  a senior  from 
Dubuque,  for  her  descriptive  and  emotional 
answer  to  the  question  "Who  Is  Educated?” 


Mr.  Troxell  and  Miss  Royce  were  also  first 
place  winners  in  the  Warren  Oratorical  Con- 
test during  their  freshmen  years.  Miss  Royce 
placed  second  in  the  alumni  contest  of  1934 
and  first  in  the  193  3 contest.

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University  of  Dubuque  A Capella  Choir 


The  University  of  Dubuque  A Capella 
Choir  achieved  great  heights  this  year.  Ac- 
claimed by  some  of  the  most  critical  audi- 
ences as  one  of  the  greatest  a capella  choirs 
in  the  country,  this  organization  has  gained 
for  itself  an  enviable  reputation. 

The  choir  is  an  eight-part  chorus  consist- 
ing of  sixty  voices,  singing  without  accom- 
paniment. This  group  stands  on  its  own 
merits  both  for  musical  excellence  and  spir- 
itual insight.  All  of  the  elements  involved 
in  vocal  and  choral  technique  are  the  reason 
for  the  beauty  of  the  musical  message.  The 
entire  program  by  the  choir  is  a sermon  in 
song. 


The  choir  sings  the  sacred  music  of  the 
choral  masters  from  the  sixteenth  century  to 
the  present  time — works  of  Palestrina,  Prae- 
torius,  Bach,  Beethoven,  Mozart,  Mendelssohn, 
and  modern  Russian  and  American  writers 
of  motets  and  anthems.  An  unusual  selec- 
tion on  the  program  is  the  vocal  arrangement 
of  Tschaikowsky’s  "Andante  Cantabile”  from 
the  String  Quartet. 

Tone  quality  and  sensitiveness  of  shading 
combine  with  effective  dynamics,  accuracy  of 
pitch  and  blend  of  voices  to  call  from  the 


audience  a spontaneous  response  of  pleasure 
and  appreciation. 

The  choir  made  its  annual  major  tour  dur- 
ing the  Spring  recess  — this  year,  March  12- 
22,  1937.  Under  the  direction  of  Professor 
Noel  J.  Logan,  the  choir  was  heard  by  as 
many  as  fourteen  and  sixteen  hundred  people 
in  some  of  the  church  engagements.  The 
choir  sang  sacred  music  in  thirteen  Presby- 
terian churches:  Second  Church,  Freeport;

Inauguration 


The  largest  crowd  ever  to  be  present  at 
an  event  on  our  campus  attended  the  in- 
auguration of  President  Dale  Dennis  Welch, 
M.A.,  LL.D.,  on  October  30,  1936. 

Official  representatives  of  fifty-six  col- 
leges and  universities,  with  hundreds  of  stu- 
dents and  guests,  marched  in  a colorful  pro- 
cession to  McCormick  Gymnasium,  where 
the  inaugural  ceremony  was  held. 

Dr.  Harold  McAfee  Robinson  in  his  ad- 


dress on  "The  Place  of  the  College  in  the 
Teaching  Mission  of  the  Church”  spoke  in- 
telligently and  with  great  conviction. 

Mr.  Edwin  B.  Lindsay,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  in  his  induction  address, 
pointed  out  the  important  place  the  college 
has  in  maintaining  democracy  against  the  in- 
roads of  fascism  and  communism. 

The  most  thrilling  moment  in  the  whole 
program  was  when  Mr.  Lindsay,  after  ad-

dressing  the  new  president,  investing  him 
with  the  office,  and  conferring  upon  him  the 
emblem  of  t he  office,  turned  to  the  expect- 
ant audience  and  said,  "Ladies  and  gentlemen, 
the  President  of  the  University  of  Dubuque.” 
Then  there  was  a burst  of  applause,  that  was 
long  and  enthusiastic. 

President  Dale  Welch's  Address 
President  Welch’s  inaugural  address  was 
entitled  "An  Educational  Adventure.”  He 
opened  his  address  by  mentioning  briefly  the 
history  of  the  institution. 

"The  institution  began,”  he  stated,  "when 
a devout  prophet  of  God,  Adrian  Van  Vliet, 
saw  in  the  steady  stream  of  immigrants  who 
were  crossing  the  Mississippi  river  in  1 8 52, 
a band  of  hardy  families.” 

"In  1902,  fifty  years  after  Van  Vliet’s 
founding  of  the  school,  there  came  Dr.  Cor- 
nelius M.  Steffens.  It  was  he  who  gave  us  our 
present  campus. 

At  the  present,  we  have  a campus  of 
thirty-six  acres,  six  large  modern  buildings 
of  excellent  quality,  three  hundred  students, 
and  a fine  faculty.  "We  must  maintain  an 


educational  program  that  is  second  to  none,” 
declared  Mr.  Welch.  If  America  is  to  remain 
the  nation  which  our  pilgrim  forefathers  in- 
tended it  to  be,  the  Christian  college  will  not 
only  endure;  it  will  become  an  increasingly 
important  factor  in  our  religious,  cultural, 
and  educational  life.” 

The  whole  inaugural  program  focused  our 
attention  on  the  future  of  the  institution  and 
particularly  on  the  15 -year  period  leading  to 
our  centennial.  There  are  certain  things  that 
of  necessity  must  be  accomplished  in  this  per- 
iod:— We  must  get  our  debts  paid;  continue 
to  live  within  our  budget  from  year  to  year; 
lessen  the  amount  necessary  outside  of  our 
regular  income  to  balance  the  budget;  have 
our  productive  endowment  increased;  and 
during  the  15 -year  period  before  our  centen- 
nial, hope  to  add  to  the  campus  two  more 
buildings. 

This  is  not  an  impossible  goal.  By  reach- 
ing it,  greater  glory  will  be  given  to  God, 
and  "Dubuque’s”  contribution  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  will  be 
more  complete.

1936-1937  Basketball 


A squad  of  14  Dubuque  University  bas- 
keteers,  piloted  by  Coach  Hap  Miller,  ended 
the  season  with  a percentage  of  .3  5 3 in  the 
Iowa  Conference.  The  team  had  one  of  the 
highest  percentages  that  has  been  seen  in 
years,  by  winning  six  and  losing  11  games. 

The  1936-37  squad  was  composed  of  the 
following  fellows:  Burt  Baal,  captain-elect  of 
the  1935-36  team.  Burt  a senior,  played 
his  last  year  as  a guard,  being  the  outstand- 
ing defensive  player  for  the  year,  besides  fin- 
ishing fifth  in  the  Iowa  Conference  scoring 
race.  Bill  Miller,  the  other  senior  member  of 
the  squad,  was  elected  honorary  captain  for 
the  1936-37  season.  Bill  was  the  high  point 
man  for  the  year,  with  a total  of  145.  Burt 
and  Bill  both  received  D sweaters  for  their 
services  in  basketball.  Other  lettermen  re- 
turning were  Dan  Kramer,  junior  forward, 
who  has  earned  three  letters  in  basketball. 
Bob  McCaffrie,  sophomore  guard,  Bud  Hav- 
inga, sophomore  guard,  both  of  these  men 
earned  letters  in  their  two  years  competition. 
Clarence  Falkenhainer,  junior  guard,  and  long 
shot  artist,  came  to  the  University  from  the 
University  of  Iowa.  Herb  Borchers,  Vernon 


Wolthoff,  Chuck  Miller,  and  Tom  Graham 
were  other  upper  classmen  who  reported. 
Borchers  the  alternating  forward  with  Kram- 
er played  outstanding  ball.  Herb  will  be  one 
of  the  best  prospects  to  fill  the  shoes  of  Bill 
Miller  graduating  captain.  Freshman  Ted 
Miller  played  regular  as  center;  Bob  Peter- 
son substitute  guard  with  a consistent  long 
shot;  Melvin  McDonald,  "Personality  Man” 
of  the  squad  and  substitute  center  all  earned 
their  letters.  Other  freshmen  out,  were  Ed 
Bailey,  John  Mohrman,  Denver  Miller,  Paul 
Courtade,  and  Oliver  Brandt.  Jack  Gra- 
ham, freshman,  was  the  student  manager  for 
the  year. 

St.  Ambrose  College  defeated  Dubuque 
University,  37  to  2 3 at  Davenport  in  the 
Iowa  conference  opener.  Paced  by  Tyrrell, 
high  scorer  with  15  points,  the  Saints  held  a 
14  to  7 lead  at  halftime.  Baal  paced  the 
losers  with  eight  points.  Bob  McCaffrie,  cap- 
able guard  and  Bill  Miller  forward,  were 
Dubuque’s  other  standouts. 

In  the  first  time  in  several  years  that  the 
Spartans  and  the  Le  Mars  quintet  have  tan- 
gled on  a basketball  court,  the  Dubuque  uni- 
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versity  opened  its  home  cage  season  by  de- 
feating Western  Union  37  to  3 5. 

With  Captain  Baal  in  a scoring  spurt  that 
had  him  finish  with  17  points  to  his  credit 
the  Spartans  found  a loophole  in  Penn’s  de- 
fense. McCaffrie,  Spartan  guard  along  with 
Bob  Peterson,  also  hit  deep  from  the  floor. 
Bill  Miller  was  second  high  point  man  for 
Dubuque.  Dubuque  won  46-31. 

Luther  at  their  peak  in  defensive  play  in 
the  Spartan  tilt,  allowing  only  four  excep- 
tionally long  shots  to  be  taken  won  43-27. 
Grangaard  and  Anderson  were  the  offensive 
stars  for  the  Norsemen  while  Herb  Borchers 
and  Burt  Baal  saved  the  Spartans  from  a 
drubbing. 

In  one  of  the  fastest  and  most  thrilling 
basketball  games  ever  played  in  McCormick 
gym,  the  University  of  Dubuque  defeated 
Simpson  college  of  Indianola  here  32  to  28. 
Borchers  and  McDonald  were  outstanding  de- 
fense men,  with  Baal  high  point  man. 

Western  Union  held  off  a constant  Du- 
buque University  threat  to  win  an  Iowa  Con- 
ference basketball  game  at  Le  Mars  42-41. 
Dean  and  McDonald  topped  their  team’s  scor- 
ing with  15  points  each.  Bill  Miller  and 
Burt  Baal  were  standouts  for  the  Dubuque 
five. 

Ralph  Layman  set  a sizzling  scoring  pace 
with  20  points  at  Buena  Vista  College  to 
down  Dubuque  University  5 5 to  3 8.  Baal, 
Ted  Miller,  and  McDonald  played  outstand- 
ing ball  for  Dubuque. 

Holding  Dubuque  to  two  field  goals  in 
the  first  half  while  making  10  Penn  College 
won  42  to  30  at  Oskaloosa.  Jack  Gipner, 
freshman  Penn  center,  was  high  scorer  of  the 
game  with  13  points  with  Bill  Miller,  Du- 
buque forward  getting  eight  free  throws  and 
a field  goal  for  10  points. 

Simpson  College  showed  too  much  basket- 
ball ability  for  the  Dubuque  machine  in  an 
Iowa  Conference  contest  at  Indianola  and 
won  a 40  to  16  decision.  McFarland  and 
Shafer  were  high  scorers  for  Simpson.  Baal 
and  B.  Miller  were  high  scorers  for  Dubuque. 

Central  Beats  Spartans,  32-24.  Bill  Miller 
and  Burt  Baal  played  the  best  game  for  Du- 
buque. V.  Ford  and  Van  Aarkel  were  out- 
standing for  the  winners. 

Iowa  Wesleyan  trips  Spartans  54-39.  Cur- 
ley Stein  and  AllConference  Bob  Frost  were 
the  big  guns  for  Wesleyan  who  made  32 
points  between  them.  Dan  Kramer  of  Du- 
buque garnered  14  points. 


The  Spartans  and  Norsemen  have  been 
traditional  rivals  for  many  years,  not  only  in 
basketball,  but  in  football,  track,  and  tennis 
sports.  During  the  coaching  regime  of  Pet- 
erson the  Norsemen  have  amassed  a lustrous 
hardwood  court  record,  knocking  down  sev- 
eral Iowa  Conference  championships  and  roll- 
ing into  runnerup  honors  several  times.  In 
the  Spartans,  the  visitors  wil  encounter  a 
team  that  has  copped  three  victories  this 
winter. 

Norse  pass  up  Dubuque  45-3  8.  For  the 
Spartans,  reliable  Bill  Miller  senior  forward 
played  a good  brand  of  basketball.  Burt  Baal, 
another  senior,  played  a good  guarding  game. 
Borchers  in  the  time  he  was  in  the  battle, 
dropped  in  four  baskets  in  the  first  half  to 
start  the  Spartans  on  their  way.  Hanson  and 
Grangaard  have  consistently  led  Norse  offen- 
sive power. 

Iowa  Wesleyan  swamps  Dubuque.  Bob 
Frost  tops  Tiger  scorers  in  57-39  battle.  For 
Dubuque  the  work  of  the  guards,  Baal,  and 
Falkenhainer  was  outstanding.  Ted  Miller 
and  Dan  Kramer  were  outstanding  on  of- 
fense for  Dubuque.  Hanson,  Stein,  and  Frost 
were  the  best  for  Wesleyan. 

Dubuque  defeated  Parsons  College  43  to 
36  in  a fast  game  at  Fairfield  for  the  first 
win  after  10  consecutive  losses. 

Spartans  rally  to  drop  Parsons  36-31.  Cap- 
tain Burt  Baal  with  three  baskets  and  "Sweet- 
pea”  McDonald  with  two  double  counters  and 
a free  throw  led  the  Spartan  offense  in  the 
first  half.  With  Bill  Miller  and  Falkenhainer 
leading  the  way,  the  locals  kept  abreast  of  the 
boys  from  Parsons.  Ted  Miller  and  Burt  Baal 
showed  up  well  for  Dubuque  and  Zeigler 
and  Lovett  for  Parsons. 

Spartans  beat  Wartburg  52-44  in  overtime 
battle.  With  the  count  tied  42-42  at  the  end 
of  the  regulation  time  the  Blue  and  White 
shot  into  the  overtime  period  with  a brand 
of  scoring-ball  that  had  the  visitors  cause 
appear  hopeless  within  two  minutes.  With 
but  ten  second  to  go  in  the  second  half, 
Wartburg  ahead  42-41,  McDonald,  Spartan 
freshman,  was  fouled  and  made  his  free  throw 
good.  The  first  half  was  all  Dubuque  as  the 
Spartans  outplayed  the  visitors  to  take  an  18- 
13  lead  at  the  half  time.

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Football 


Eight  lettermen  reported  with  a squad  of 
thirty-four  men  when  Coach  John  Mack  as- 
sembled the  candidates  for  his  third  Spartan 
gridiron  edition  at  the  opening  of  the  1936 
football  campaign.  It  was  around  these  men, 
Barron,  Gibbs,  Fetrow,  Earl,  Emery,  Carrol 
Wessel,  Medick,  and  McCaffrie,  that  the  Spar- 
tan head-mentor  hoped  to  build  another 
strong  eleven  such  as  had  represented  Du- 
buque University  in  1934  and  193  5.  The 
freshmen  candidates  presented  a number  of 
men  with  enviable  prep  school  records.  How- 
ever, the  gaping  holes  left  by  the  departure 
of  such  fine,  experienced  performers  as  all- 
conference captain  Fred  Holtz,  Wayne  An- 
thony, Willard  Sharp,  Paul  Engstler,  Art 
Bock,  and  Ray  Pederson  were  not  meant  to 
be  filled  in  one  season  by  inexperienced  men, 
and  in  consequence  the  1936  season  is  now 
established  on  the  records  as  being  one  of  the 
most  disastrous  in  recent  years. 


With  ten  days  of  practice  in  which  to 
mould  new  parts  into  his  Spartan  football 
machinery,  Coach  Mack  sent  his  charges  into 
their  193  6 debut  against  a strong  Beloit  Col- 
lege team  at  Beloit.  The  Spartans  were  de- 
cidedly weakened  several  days  before  the 
game  when  Don  Emery,  who  ranked  as  one 
of  the  outstanding  ends  in  the  conference 
in  his  freshman  year,  suffered  a severe  should- 
er injury  which  kept  him  from  play  until 
almost  mid-season.  With  seven  first  year  men 
in  the  starting  line-up  the  Mackmen  faced  a 
veteran  Beloit  club,  and  to  the  complete  sur- 


prise of  all  who  saw  the  game,  the  Blue  and 
White  machine  battled  their  experienced  op- 
ponents to  a standstill,  and  in  fact  held  the 
advantage  throughout  the  ball  game.  The 
Spartans  lost  a touchdown  in  the  fourth 
quarter  when  Hoffman  intercepted  a pass 
on  his  own  two-yard  line  and  sprinted  to  Be- 
loit’s thirty-yard  marker  where  he  lost  his 
balance  and  in  an  attempted  lateral  pass  to 
Threlkeld  he  flipped  the  ball  forward,  and 
although  the  little  Dubuque  end  trotted 
across  the  goal-line  for  what  appeared  to  be 
a touchdown  it  was  not  allowed.  The  Du- 
buque offense  then  manipulated  two  first 
downs  and  was  hammering  at  the  Blue  Devil 
goal  line  when  the  game  ended;  6-6  tie,  Du- 
buque at  Beloit. 

On  the  following  Saturday  the  Spartans 
met  Coach  "Doc”  Dorman’s  Upper  Iowa  Uni- 
versity Peacocks  at  Fayette.  Upper  Iowa 
placed  an  eleven  of  experienced  men  on  the 
field  and  an  offense  that  was  recognized 
throughout  the  Middle  West  as  being  ultra- 
deceptive.  The  Dubuque  machine  was  com- 
pletely baffled  by  the  great  exhibition  of  de- 
ceptive football  staged  by  the  Dorman- 
coached  machine  and  wilted  under  the  con- 
tinuous fire  of  passes.  Hoffman  kept  the 
Mackmen  in  the  game  throughout  the  first 
half  with  his  fine  punting,  but  when  he  was 
forced  to  leave  the  ball  game  late  in  the  sec- 
ond quarter  the  tide  turned  completely  in 
favor  of  Upper  Iowa  and  they  battered  out  a 
39-0  win. 
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In  tlicir  second  of  six  Iowa  Conference 
games  the  Dubuquemen  dropped  a 7-0  de- 
cision to  an  inferior  Iowa  Wesleyan  team. 
The  Blue  and  White  machine  lacked  the  nec- 
essary fire  and  hard,  vicious  play.  Herb  Fct- 
row  did  an  excellent  job  of  kicking  and  Bill 
Miller’s  driving  runs  off-tackle  and  brilliant 
defensive  play  were  the  outstanding  features 
in  an  otherwise  miserable  exhibition. 

In  presenting  La  Crosse  State  Teachers 
with  their  only  defeat  of  the  season  in  the 
first  home  game  of  the  year,  the  Spartans 
gave  rise  to  a hope  that  they  had  again  re- 
covered themselves  and  were  headed  for  a 
successful  season  in  spite  of  the  two  pre- 
vious set-backs.  The  La  Crosse  team  with  an 
enviable  record  was  doped  to  win  by  a large 
score,  but  encountered  one  of  the  most  in- 
spired Dubuque  teams  to  take  the  field  in 
the  last  three  years.  Dubuque  was  in  poss- 
ession of  the  ball  and  their  first  victory  of 
the  season  by  season  by  a 6-2  margin  when 
the  gun  ended  festivities. 

Before  a fair-sized  Homecoming  crowd 
and  on  a rain-soaked  field,  our  Presbyterian 
rivals  from  the  West,  Buena  Vista  College, 
eked  out  an  8-6  victory  after  being  held  to  a 
standstill  for  the  major  portion  of  the  ball 
game  by  a hard-blocking,  running,  tackling 
Dubuque  team.  The  quarter  ended  and  as 
play  was  resumed  Kiester  of  Buena  Vista 
punted  from  behind  the  goal  line  and  Barron 
took  the  ball  on  the  Golden  Avalanche  46 
yard  line.  Buena  Vista  staged  a rally  and 
forced  Dubuque  to  take  possession  of  the  ball 
on  its  own  three-yard  line  with  six  minutes 
remaining  to  play.  Barron  gave  Buena  Vista 
an  intentional  safety  and  two  points.  Earl’s 
succeeding  kick-off  was  returned  by  Kiester 
to  mid-field,  and  from  that  point  Coach  Al 
Dallagher’s  team  showered  passes  in  all  di- 
rections and  finally  caught  Walton,  frosh 
halfback,  napping  behind  the  goal-line  and 
Layman  caught  a pass  for  the  six  points 
which  meant  an  8-6  victory.  It  has  been  de- 


cided to  establish  a traditional  football  scries 
with  Buena  Vista,  and  provisions  have  been 
made  for  a traveling  victory  trophy,  which 
will  be  at  stake  and  go  to  the  winner  of  the 
annual  battle  between  the  two  Presbyterian 
schools  representing  opposite  sides  of  the  state. 

The  Parsons  College  Wildcats  swamped 
the  Spartans  52-0  with  a smooth-running, 
powerful  attack  through  the  air  and  on  the 
ground.  The  game  was,  without  a doubt,  one 
of  the  most  miserable  exhibitions  presented 
by  the  Spartans  during  the  1936  season. 

Luther  College  swept  into  Dubuque  with 
an  expected  high-geared  passing  attack.  The 
Spartans  were  no  match  for  the  big,  pow- 
erful Norse  machine  and  fell  humiliated  be- 
fore its  onslaught  5 3-0. 

In  the  final  game  of  the  season  with  Saint 
Ambrose  of  Davenport  the  silver-helmeted 
Spartans  outplayed  the  Saints  throughout  the 
major  portion  of  the  first  half  until  within 
three  minutes  before  the  half-time  rest  per- 
iod when  Adams  intercepted  Bill  Miller’s  pass 
on  the  Dubuque  20-yard  line  and  skipped 
over  the  Dubuque  goal  to  add  six  points  to 
the  seven  garnered  late  in  the  first  period 
on  "Gibby’s”  fumble.  Continuing  their  pass- 
ing in  the  second  half  the  Dufordmen  tallied 
twice  more  and  the  final  gun  found  them 
on  the  long  end  of  a 3 3-0  score. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  season  22  men 
were  awarded  varsity  letters  by  the  Faculty 
Athletic  Committee  upon  the  basis  of  Coach 
John  Mack’s  recommendation.  Bill  Miller  and 
Bill  Medick  will  be  lost  by  graduation.  Thir- 
teen of  the  men  who  won  awards  are  fresh- 
men; four  are  juniors;  and,  three  are  sopho- 
mores. Coach  John  Mack  entertains  consid- 
erable optimism  for  a "powerhouse”  next  fall 
when  he  will  have  approximately  18  ex- 
perienced lettermen  to  man  the  posts  which 
were  weak  last  fall  because  of  inexperienced, 
undeveloped  material.
